All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Uuiou  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
^Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  loll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  bo  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eiglit  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  tlie  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  each 
House  within  the  first  ten  days,  and  Private  Bills 
within  the  first  two  weeks,  of  each  Session.

Exce|)tional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  ap|)lication. 

A certified  map  or  plan  .showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  r.ailway,  also  the  linos  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  required,  but  not  for  less  than  §100 
each,  such  debentures  to  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
corporation,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  city. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  date  the  1st  of 
January,  1892,  and  shall  be  made  payable  in  fifty  years 
at  furthest  from  said  date,  and  the  same  may  be  pay- 
able in  any  place  or  jdaces  authorized  by  law,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  i)urchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof  and  the  said  Mayor,  and  the  .said  debentures 
shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons  for  the  payment 
of  interest. 

4.  'I'he  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  tbe 
rate  of  live  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date 
thereof,  wldcli  interest  .shall  be  payable  half-yearly  on 
the  first  days  of  January  and  .July  in  each  and  every 
year. 

5.  For  the  jjurposc  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  tlie 
payment  of  tlie  said  dcbi  utures,  ami  for  the  payment 
of  interest  thereon,  an  equal  annual  special  r.ate  of 
four-thirteenths  of  one  mill  in  the  dollar  shall  be 
levied  and  collected,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates,  in 
each  year  iqion  all  the  rateable  projiei'ty  in  the  said 
city  during  the  currency  of  the  said  debentures,  or 
any  of  tlieni.

3.  The  wdiole  of  that  district  officially  designated  as 
Chemainus  be  one  ward,  returning  one  member  to  the 
Municipal  Council. 

4.  I’he  w'hole  of  that  district  officially  designated  as 
Somenos  be  one  ward,  returning  one  member  to  the 
Municipal  Couucil. 

That  the  said  wards  be  designated  by  the  names  of 
tlie  official  districts  which  form  severally  the  basis  of 
such  divisions.

I.  The  “ Revenno  Ry-Law,  hSitO,”  is  hereby  repealed, 
excepting  so  far  as  may  he  re(pdi-od  for  seem  ing  and 
enforcing  the  payment  of  any  rate.s  and  taxes  now 
outstanding  or  in  arrear,  or  the  recovery  of  any 
penalty  thereunder. 

‘J.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  hy  law  the 
general  municii)al  revenue  of  tlie  Municipality  .shall 
be  raised,  levied  and  eollccted  for  the  use  of  the  Cor- 
poration from  such  sources  as  hereafter  provided. 

The  said  rates  shall  be  due  and  payable  Iiy  the 
person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Collector 
of  the  Municipal  Council,  at  his  office  at  the  Council 
Chambers,  on  the  1st  day  of  .July  in  each  year.  On 
all  real  estate  tax  paid  on  or  before  August  31st  a 
reduction  of  one-sixth  (^)  shall  be  made. 

4.  There  shall  be  levied  upon  and  collected  from 
every  male  person  above  twenty-one  (21)  and  under 
fifty  (50)  years  of  age  resident  in  the  Municipality  of 
North  Cowichen,  as  and  for  road  tax,  an  annual  sum 
of  two  dollars  ($2.00). 

5.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
year  upon  all  real  estate  mentioned  on  the  assessment 
roll  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Corporation  of 
North  Cowichan,  an  equal  rate  of  one-third  of  one  per 
cent,  on  the  as.se.sseil  value  thereof,  as  appears  by  the 
said  roll. 

(!.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  an 
annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  all  wild 
lands,  that  is  to  say,  land  claimed  by  any  person  on 
which  there  shall  not  be  existing  improvements  to  the 
value  of  when  assessed  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($2.50)  per  acre. 

7.  Every  person  u.sing  the  trades,  occupations,  pro- 
fessions or  businesses  in  Schedule  A (hereunto  annexed) 
particularly  described,  shall  take  out  a periodical 
license  for  such  period  as  in  the  said  Schedule  A set 
out,  paying  therefor  such  periodical  sums  as  is  therein 
specified,  which  said  sums  shall  respectively  be  paid  in 
atlvance  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation  of  North 
Cowichan. 

8.  No  person  shall  use,  practice,  carry  on  or  exercise 
any  trade,  occupation,  profession  or  business  in  the 
said  Schedule  A described  or  named  without  having 
taken  out  and  had  granteil  to  him,  her  or  them  a 
license  in  that  behalf  The  licenses  to  be  granted  as 
aforesaid  are  to  be  granted  so  as  to  terminate  on  the 
30tli  day  of  June  and  the  31st  day  of  Eecendjer,  and 
no  proportionate  reduction  shall  be  made  on  account 
of  any  person  or  persons  commencing  business  between 
those  dates. 

9.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law  in  describing 
or  referring  to  any  person  or  party,  matter  or  thing, 
any  word  importing  the  masculine  gender  or  singular 
number  shall  be  understood  to  include,  and  shall  be 
applir;able  to,  several  persons  and  parties  as  well  as 
one  person  or  party,  and  females  as  well  as  males,  and 
bodies  corporate  as  well  as  individuals,  and  several 
matters  or  things  as  well  as  one  matter  or  thing,  unless 
it  be  (rtherwi^e  provided,  or  there  is  something  in  the 
subject  or  context  repugnant  to  such  construction. 

10.  For  the  purpose  of  tliis  by-law  the  term  “whole- 
sale trader”  shall  mean  proprietors  of  fire  insurance 
companies,  coal  merchants,  lumber  dealers,  water 
works  companies,  and  all  persons  who  sell  articles  in 
bulk  or  unbroken  packages. 

I I . For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  a retail  trader 
shall  be  held  to  mean  any  person  or  persons  carrying 
on  any  business  or  calling  (not  otherwise  sp.  daily 
mentioned)  within  the  corporation  limits.

pality, $5.00  for  every  six  months. 

7.  Every  hawker  or  peddler,  $5.00  for  every  six 
months. 

8.  Flvery  per.son  owning  a fieight-waggon,  stage- 
coach or  omnibus  used  in  transporting  goods  for  profit 
or  hire  a distance  beyond  ten  miles  from  any  town  or 
settlement  within  the  .Municii>ality,  and  not  paying  a 
trades  licen.se,  $5.00  for  every  six  months. 

9.  Every  livery  stable  keeper,  $5.00  for  every  six 
months. 

10.  Every  per.son  who  keeps  or  carries  on  a public 
wash-house  or  la\mdry,  $5  for  every  six  months. 

11.  Every  auctioneer  (not  being  a (iovernment  offi- 
cer selling  by  auction  (Iovernment  projjcrty,  or  sin  riff 
or  sheriff’s  officer  or  bailiff,  selling  lands,  goods  or 
chattels  taken  in  execution,  or  for  satisfaction  of  rents 
or  taxes)  in  aildition  to  any  other  license  before  men- 
tioned, $5  for  every  six  months.

WHEREAS  William  Newby,  George  R.  Asbwell,  J.  H.  McGuire  ami  others,  being  a malority  lu  number 
ami  value  of  the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised  assessment  roll  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth  to  be  bonefltted  by  the  construction  of  the  drainage  works  hereinafter  provided  for,  have  petitioned

And  whereas  with  such  purposes  in  view  the  said  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by 
Frederick  J.  L.  Tytler,  Civil  Engineer,  being  a person  competent  for  such  purpose,  of  the  said  locality  pro- 
posed to  be  drained,  and  has  also  procured  plans  and  specifications  and  estimates  of  the  work  of  construc- 
tion to  be  made  by  the  said  Frederick  J.  L.  Tytler,  and  an  assessment  to  be  made  by  him  of  the  lands  to  be 
benefitted  by  such  drainage,  stating  as  nearly  as  can  be  the  proportion  of  benefit  which,  in  his  opinion,  will 
be  derived  in  consequence  of  such  drainage  by  every  section  ami  part  of  section,  the  said  assessment  so  made 
by  him  being  the  assessment  hereinafter  by  this  by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  sections 
and  part  of  sections  h reinafter  in  that  behalf  specially  set  fortli  and  described,  and  the  report  of  the  said 
Frederick  J.  L.  Tytler  in  respect  thereof,  and  of  the  said  drainage  being  as  follows : — 

ChilliwiuD^k,  B.  C.,  1st  September,  1891. 

To  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  Chillmhack: 

Gentlemen  ; Having  been  instructed  by  3'our  honourable  body  to  make  an  examination  and  survey  of 
the  Big  Prairie  for  the  partial  draining  of  the  .same,  and  to  form  a scheme  complying  as  far  as  possibh^  with 
Die  views  of  the  settlers  as  petitioneil  for  by  Messrs.  Newby,  Chapman  and  otliers,  I bog  to  report  that  I 
have  made  such  exaiiiination  and  survey,  and  I recommend  that  the  work  be  done  as  folTow's  : — 

1st.  That  the  .Suiiiault  be  cleared  of  all  weeds  and  logs  throughout  the  whole  breadth  of  the  present 
channel,  and  that  this  weeding  lie  effectively  done  by  grubbing  out  the  roots. 

2nd.  That  the  two  bars  in  the  channel  of  tlie  Suniault,  known  as  its  upper  and  lower  bars,  be  cut,  and 
that  the  channel  at  these  places  be  widened  to  fully  20  feet,  with  an  extra  average  depth  of  one  and  a half 
feet. 

3rd.  That  the  channel  at  the  head  of  the  stream  lie  straightened  by  cutting  across  a series  of  bends,  in 
all  1,5I0  yards  in  length,  giving  tliis  new  channel  an  average  widtli  of  ten  feet,  and  an  average  depth  of  four 
feet. 

4th.  That  the  McCutcheon  drain  be  cleared  out,  and  that  770  juvrds  at  the  upper  end  be  lowered  accord- 
ing to  section  given  to  an  average  depth  of  two  and  one-quarter  feet,  and  a mean  width  of  12  feet. 

5th.  That  a small  catchwater  drain  4,200  yards  in  length,  2 feet  in  depth,  and  an  average  width  of  two 
and  one-quarter  feet  be  cut.  The  earth  from  this  cutting  to  be  made  into  an  embankment  of  one  foot  in 
height  on  the  side  of  the  ditch  oppo.site  the  Chilliwhack,  beginning  this  ditch  at  the  centre  of  section  8, 
going  north  through  the  centres  of  section  17  to  the  south  line  of  section  20  ; thence  following  the  line  of  the 
Indian  Reserve  in  sections  20  and  19  to  the  Chilliwhack  River. 

6th.  That  the  McGuire  drain,  which  runs  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  at  the  soutli-east  corner  of  the 
south-west  quarter  section  of  section  23,  along  the  dividing  line  of  sections  22  .and  15  to  the  Suniault,  and 
including  the  exteiicsion  to  the  north-east  quarter  section  of  section  16  be  cleared  out  and  deepened  three 
quarters  of  a foot  at  the  head,  and  one  foot  at  the  mouth,  grading  evenly  between. 

7th.  That  the  Bailey  drain  running  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  between  sections  8 and  9 to  the  Suniault 
(with  which  I associate  the  drains  to  the  right  and  left  of  it  on  the  McGuire  Road  to  the  extent  of  a quarter 
section  each  way,  for  the  rea.son  that  these  two  ditches  flow  into  this  drain)  be  cleaned  out,  and  that  the 
a,bove  drain  on  the  McGuire  Road,  and  that  portion  of  the  Bailey  drain  from  the  McGuire  Road  to  the 
Suniault  be  sunk  one  fcjot,  and  that  from  the  McGuire  Road  south  for  a distance  of  4-40  yards  the  Bailey 
drain  l)c  cut  tour  feet  in  de])th,  and  an  average  of  four  and  a halt  in  width. 

8th.  That  the  drain  known  as  tlie  Prairie  Central,  commencing  at  the  Upper  Prairie  Road,  and  running 
thence  tietween  .sections  23  and  26,  22  and  27,  21  and  28,  20  and  29  to  tlie  Suniault  lie  cut  to  sections  chosen 
by  the  settlers  on  this  drain  and  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  as  follows  : — IDrst  mile  from  the  Suniault,  de]ith 
5 feet,  average  width,  7 feet  ; 2nd  mile,  depth  5 feet,  average  width  6 feet  ; 3rd  mile,  depth  5 feet,  average 
width  5 feet. 

Otii.  riiat  the  drain  known  as  the  Chilliwhack  Central,  conimencing  .at  a point  close  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  the  south-c.ast  ipiarter  section  of  .section  33,  and  running  between  sections  28  .and  33.  29  and  32, 
and  cutting  across  the  north-west  corner  of  the  north-west  ipiarter  section  of  section  29  to  the  Suniault,  be 
cleaned  out  and  lowered  one  foot.  -S
